I am guilty 
aflfl am convicted. It is what I ex- 
pected and what, I suppose, people 
think I deserve, and perhaps I do." 


The jury remained in deliberation 


just three hours, when they sent 
word to the judge .that they were 
ready to render a vardict. The fact 
of their remaining out so Ipng gave 
hope to the defense, bnt as each one 
Of them took his seat in the jury 
box his facial expression told very 
distinctly the result of the three 
hours' conference. 


"Guilty of the charge as pre- 


ferred," were the ominous words 
which fell from.the lips of the fore- 
man of the jury. 


Thdrn'fflHw^wtt moved for a new 


trial on the ground that the verdict 
was not in accordance with the 
weight of evidence, bnt the motion 
was overruled.
